Vpon Sunday the 9. about 6.gf the clocke in the mor- 


ning, we fell with my Lord of Efex my. Vice-Admirall - 


and thoſe ſhippes that were put into Famonth with him, 
and about 9g inthe ſame morning, wediſcouered 7 ſayle 
that were Dutch ſhippes loaden with ſalt, the wind con- 
ctinued faire enough tor vs all that day, to lye our courſe 
and till 12 at night. This day inftrutions were ſent ts 
all the Admiralls, and to other Officers, and to diucrs 
other ſhips. 

The io. being Munday we were becaltned. 

On Tueſday the 11. in the morning I called a coun- 
cell for the ſetling of inſtruRions for a Sea-fight, as by the 


7. and 10. Article contained in them may plainely ap- 


peare, VIZ : 

7. Art. Ifthe Enemies approach beein ſuch ſort as 
the Admirall ofthe Dutch & his ſquadron or my Vice- 
Admirall of the fleet and his ſquadron may haue oppor- 
- tunitie to begin the tight, it ſhall be lawtfull forthem foro 
doe vntill I come, viing the forme, method, and care 
foreſaid, | 

10. 411, If any ſhip or ſhips of the Enemies 
doe breake out or fiye, the Admirall ofany ſquadron thac 
ſhall happen to bee on the next, and molt conuenient 
place for that purpoſe, {hall ſend out a competent num- 
ber ofthe fitteſt ſhips of his ſquadron to chaſe, aſlaule, 


and take ſuch ſhip or ſhips breaking out, but no. 
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ſhip ſhall vndertake ſuch a chaſe without the Come» 


mand of the Admirall, or at leaſt the Admirall of his 


\ fquadron. | 
_ Likewiſe it was orderedthat 5 men ſhould be puttoa 
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meſſe with the allowance formerly given for 4, and wat- 
rants dire&ed to all the fleet totharend: | 
Wedneſday the 12. about 7-in the morningthe wind 
came to north north weſt- with faire weather, it ſerued 
wellcill 6in the euening, the wind increaſing ſo much 
that it was not ſaile worthy, yet being large we bore our 
foreſayle and ſpritteſayle. The Sea grew ſo high that we 
towed our long boat in peeces, and Joſt her, and the loſle 
of long boats was: general, I thinke all within 2 houres 
one of another, ſo that there was not one ſauedthrough- 
out the whole fleer, and one Catch was ſunke, another 
by misforrune comming foule of a {hip was likewiſe 
caſt away, with 3-of her men, the reſt were ſaued; many. 
ſhips were-in danger almolt to deſpaire, the long Ro- 
bert of 1p(wich was drowned with-138 Land-men, 37 - 
Sea-men,the Land-Captaines loſt inthe wracke were Ft- 
ſher,& Hackett a Scotch Captaine,and Gurling the Cap- 
raine of the ſhip. | | 
Beſides theſe generall loſſes there was no ſhip in her - 
owne particular that did not ſuffer more or leſle in this- 
ſtorme by leakes, loſle of maſts, and by caſualties and the. 
like. | 
In this Tempeſt we had experience of the AnneRoy-. | 
all herſelfe; her maſts grew looſe, the maine maft was 
in danger of rowling over board, rwo of her greateſt pee- 
ces of -,005-weight a peece broke looſe inthe Gunners 
roo ne, the danger was partly by the negligence of-the 
Ofhcers, that did not fee- carefully tothe fitting of theſe 
things while we lay-in Harbour, ſhe would not Hul ar all. 
The ſeparation -caufed; by this tempeſt 'was- ſo great 
that On Fryday the 14 at noone; wee ſiw but one ſhip | 
of the whole fleet, this day the ſtorme began to ceaſe. 
Then we made obſervations, aud found wee were in the... 
ED : ' latitude. 
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latitude of 44 and 8 minutes,and after recouered 20 ſayle | 


of ſhips. The winde continued faire, and large with a 
paile running ſome 7 le:gues a watch, wee ſteared away 
with a ſhort courſe ſtaying tor thereſt of the fleer, 
OnSaterday-the 15 abouts in themorning, we dif- 
couered more that made 33. at noone we wete in the 
height of 42 and 6 minutes. | 
On Sunday the 16 bearing to the north eaſt, we fteared 
away Southeaſt, and by eaſtto gaine the ſhoare, ar noone 
we found our Jatitude 39 and 54 minutes The South- 
erne Cape then being by compuration- ſoutheaſt, If gaue 


order to ſome ſhips, to goe and looke out for prizes. 


Now 


we began to make ready for ext: aordinary fight, and gaue- 


the ſame order to thoſe thar were with me, and the reſt, 


as by my generall.infirugions vader my hand may ap- 
PeAre.-.. 


The wind ftill continued north eaſt, and:the1 7 on 


Munday we were in 38and 48. minutes, from the top

ſent now torth againe to diſcouerthe Cape, with-order 


not to diſcouer themſelnes, and to come backe againe - 


with incelligence; this day we had a chaſe, burmilled ir. 


Tueſday the 18. at noone our height was 37 and 36 - 


minutes, This day I cal/ed a Counſell for the better reſo]- 


ning what courſe to hold for reuniting the Fleet much fe- - 


parated by the late ſtorme. . 


This day the Captaines brought in the ſeverall com-- 
plaints of their defte&s, as Sir Beuerley Newcombe Cap- 


tain ofthe Dreadnovght, that the vpper beames had been 


\. broken, and did in foule weather giue way, andthe ſides - 
'of the ſhip opgning receiued in;ſo much water, that ſhe - 
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was not able to ſubſiſt, Sir William Saint Leger writa 
lerter that he ſuſpe&ed the plague in his (hip, bur it 
pleaſed God ir proued not to be lo. 

This day I gaue eſpeciall order to all the Captains,and 
Maſters preſent to keepe more neare together, and to 
haile their Admirall every morning reprouing their 
'. former negligence, and miſorder in that kinde, dcline- 
| ring them theirorders, which ſhould haue beene giuen 
| according to the date, but wee were hindred by the 

ftorme, writing thus. 

| The ſmallrime we haue bcene at Sea hath made mee 
; take notice of your diſorderly ſayling from your Admi- 
| ralls of the ſeuerall ſquadrons you may perceine how 
k the Dutch ſquadron keepe themſelues entire, and apart. 
| This is therefore to require you to fall into your owne 
{quadrento atcend ſuch directions as ſhall come from 
your Admiral], and not to depart without licence from 
him, or his Officers to make one entire body, to ſayle in 
the day time in faire and cleare weather a league or more 
from anothers ſquadron, and towards night to draw 
neare, to follow lights in your ſeuerall places, and ro 
rake an eſpeciall care that you doe not chaſe, butupon a 
great pofhibilitie for hindring our ſpeed :or lofipg of 
time while the wind is faire, and that you in the day 
time beare all the ſayle you can to bring us to the place 
defired,& if any chaſe,it ſhall be 2 or 3 of the beſt ſaylors 

in your (quadron, Dated the 11. of Otob. Commanding 

them to peruſe their other Articles euery day that they 

might be expert in them. 

Weeneſday the 19. inthe morning wee were in the 

height of the Cape, and. diſcovered 11. ſayle of ſhips, 

which we chaſed, thinking they had beene cnemie, but 
_ they proned co bee of our owne, 'being the Vice-Admi- / 
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rall my Lord of Eſex, alſo this'day we diſcouered about *? 
40. ſayle more, which had loft vs inthe ſtorme, being my 
Lord Denbieh, my Lord de la Ware, and others. 

At the fame time my Lord of Denbizh met with a 
ſmall Caruell a Portagall that came from Terceras, wee 
rooke him to haue beene our diſconerer for the Enemie; 
but he was only driuen by the ſtorme from the Tercer as, 
going to an Iſland not farre diſtant cajled Gratzoſa, hee 
cold vs the plate fleet was not come, butthat 5 Carrickes 
paſſed by that way bound for LZishox ſome 14 dayes be- 
fore that time, but that one of them was ſunke, if we had 
come ſooner our, they could not hane eſcaped vs. 

* * We vnderſtood by-thoſe that came with my Lord of 
Eſſex that they made fires along the Coafts, and vp the 
Countrie, which when we drew nigher we diſcouered. 
Thurſday the 20. I'called a Counſell, and layalldayby 
the lee ro gather our thips together that were mifling. 
The buſineſſe of the Counſell was how to put into Saint 
Lucas according to the intent of a Counſell held at Pl;- 
mouth, where his Majeſtie was preſent; who upor the 
doubtfulneſſe there' of the reſolution, thought good to 
referre ir to'ouUr conſideration, upon the place when wee 
{ſhould be arrined vpon better inquirie of the conuenien- 
cies,& diſaduantages, both for going into the Harbour,& 
landing our Armie. It was deliuered by the opinion of 
moſt of the Maſters, that the Hanenof $. Lucas is ſo'bar-" 
red,as it is hard and dangerous,both for the going in,and 
comming our, eſpecially for ſhips of burden as his Ma- 


| jefſties are, tharthey conld nor paſſe ininor our, but only 
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"ters of the fleet will hardly aduentarecto (carrie their] -- 


in ſpring tides, -in calme ſafons, and&with favouring 


it was obſerved by others, rhir*rhernoſt part of the Ma- 
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ſkips in or out at Saint Lucas in the beſt tides and weas 
ther for want of perfe& knowledge of the ſands and 
'  lhoales thatarethere, andthe right vie ofthe landmarkes 
' wherebythat Port is to be gained and quitted in ſafetie, 
 Beffides it was feared thit if wee ſhould put the whole 
| Fleetinto ſucha(ſtraight, wee thould be more apt to be 
| blocked vpbyour Enemies than to annoy them, neither 
i couldany ſhippe come ſpeedily out to haue encountred 
| with the Plate Fleetour chieſe detigne. Then I deman- 
ded both of the Sea Captaines & Maſters why they could 
not ſpeake of. theſe difiiculties before his M.ieftie, Their 
anſwer was,. It is now inthe depth of winter and ſtormie, 
and that they did tell his Maieftie that-it was a Barrd Ha- 
uen and dangerous toall men, eſpecially ro thoſe that had 
not often paſſed. ic, and that being vpon the.place they 
could conſider more particularly vpon the difficulties 
than diſcaurle of it when they were farre off. :So that I 
could ſay no more to them, being I was no great Sea- 
many and thar.I was ftritly tide to their aduice thar did 
profeſſe the Sea. VVhereupon it being propounded by 
Sir Sam: Argall, that Saine Mary Port neare the Bay of 
Cadiz, and not farre diſtant from Saint Lucas, was alow 
ſhoare, .and morefit for the landing of our men than any 
place abour'Sainr Lucas, (for we could finde none there) 
and:;that our ſhippes might haue good riding there out 
of che danger of CadiF, and that from thence wee might 
| marchto Saint.Lucas by land, which was not 12 miles 
 Ciſtant. | 
F Thereupon it was reſolued, and ordered by the aduice 
of the Councell.of, Warre, that the whole Fleet ſhould. 
forthwith bearcinto the Bay of Cadiz, and thatthe whole 
#-. Fleet ſhould anchor before Saint Mary Port, as the fitteſt 
| - place to-land in, and the Earle of &/ex Vice-Admirall 
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is aligned with his ſquadron to anckorfirſt,and toleaue® þ 


birth ſufficiently for the reft of the fleete, andthat my _ *? 
ſelfe, and the Dutch Admira!l ſhould anckor next,that 3 
I might the better giue dire&ions both to the Vice-Ad- * 


mirall and Reare-Admirall who anckored ſomewhat 
ſhort of me by order , to guard the whole flecte and to 
give warning vpon all occaſions if any Enemie ſhould 
_ approach. | 
Fryday the 21.-we ſtood according to direQions, the 
wind ſcanted vpon vsall that day, about8 org of the 
clocke ar night the wind ſhifted weſterly, we ſtrucke a 
hull ( for that we could not put to leeward) tilitowards 
day,which appcaring we ſetr ſayle,and had a ſight of Gra» 
ado, ouer CadiF,, and bore in accordingly with a good 
ſaile, the wind being betweene the welt ſouth weſt and 
the north weſt, -- 
Saterday the 22 after this reſolution was taken, I gaue 
order as before when we diſcouered the Rocke , that 
euery ſhippe ſhould breake downe their Cabines and 
cleare their ſhippe ofall impediments, and to beready to 
fight vpon all occaſions according to their generall in- 
ſtructigns giuen them to that purpoſe, for that we were 
eo enter in at the Bay of Cadiz and knew not what ſhips 
might be there, and becauſe ofthe ryde that feryed vs to 
goe into the Bay, I wrote to my Lord of Efex to make 
all the haſt he could, and ro hoyſe vp all his ſayles thar 
we might ſaue as much of the tyde as we could, and that 
I would againc commaund his ſquadron to follow him, 
which I did, but I muſt confefle they went the moſt vn- 
towardly that ener I did ſee men, for they did not hoyſe 
vpall their ſayles as they were commanded. Secing the 
Vice-Admirall packe on all his, I followed as faſt as I 
could, andcryed out tothem to hoyſe their ſayles & ad-_

-yaunce., ſome of them increaſed theire ſayles , but not 
much. But I could neuer learne by allthe Seamen in m 
ſhippe to know thoſe ſhippes that were ſo backward and 
when I did inquire, every manexcuſed himſelte ſaying it 
was not he, and our buſineſſe grew ſo hote that I could: 
not immediately inquire after it any further not kno- 
wing the fhippes one from another.. | | 

This day we tooke 3-{hippes that came from Saint Za» 
cas Which Captain Raymond brought in loaden with falr, 
wines, wooll,figges,raifins & ſome cutchaneale &c. who 
ſaid they belonged to Hambureh and to Calis, but were 
conceiued by much probabilitie to be D#»kerks goods, 

In our approach into the Bay.wediſcouered 18 or 20 
ſayle of great and ſmall ſhippes at anckorin the Roade 
which proued-to.be the Admirall of Naples and 5- or 6 
more that brought. men and. munition into 'CadiF, & 
other of the ſhippes came from Brazezle & 5 or 6 more 

men of warre and Marchants ſhippes,we made ready and 
prepared our ſhippe for fight, but ſuch was the ſmalneſſe 
of the Gayle thatis was 2 or 3:of the clocke before we 
could gett within the:Porcas, allo there came out of Saint 
Mary Port 15: ſayle of Gallyes whereof the. Duke of Her- 
manains was. commaunder ; 5. of the Gallyes: were by 
our ſhippes that came in forced to retire againeto Saint 
Mary Port, the other 10 recouered Pumiall amongſt their 
ſhippes and preſently rowed them vp toward Porc Royal. 
AngdlI was not fo farre of, bur I could fe the Spaniſh 
ſhippes that did cutt their Cables by. the haulſe , ſhoote 
firſt at.my Lord of £ex and hear them, ſo likewiſe: did 
my Lord of Yalentia and Sir 19hn Chudeleigh. 

Now. when all the fleete came ro anckor according to 
the. ordersthat were gluenthem, & that we did fee theſe 
ſhippes fledde. from vs, 1 immediately called a generall 
| EET; 15 « ER: counſell. 
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_ :counſell to looſe no time for it was late;and the opinion 
of the Seamen was, that if I could þutcleare the 2fortes 
to ſecurethe fleetetopaſle in ſafety, I'might haue a rea- 
dy way to vndertake the ſhipping. Then I demaunded 
.of them what kind of forts they were, they rold me that 
20 Colliers with ſome of the Dutch would beate them 
to duſt before the morning, whereupon I & the Coun- 
ſell being called did presetly reſolue that the fhips warned 
and commaunded {hould goe vp to :the'forts, and that 
they ſhonld receaue dire&ionsfrom my Lord ef E//ex 
'thathad order from me, and becauſe of that I ſent Sir 
Michel Geere for the better diſpatch tro warne 20 of the 
nexc {hippes that hee could meete withall, and to bring 
me theire names in writing, and Sir Thomas Zone offred 
him a man to goe with him-to write them downe to be 
* the more ſure ofthem, becauſe I meant, if they had failed 
in a ſeruice of that importance to haue puniſhed them 
ſeuerely. But he neuer came backe to me nor ſentme 
any names, and when ſent to him to know thereaſon, 
he told the meſſenger, he had warned them , but he 
knew not theire names. 

After this I ſent Sir Thomas Lone to aduance the 0» 2! 
ther ſhippes and to ſee whether the Reare- Admirall had 
anckored in a convenient place for the ſecuritie of the 
flcete, & to haue an ceie vpon the Gallies that they thould 
dono harme in the night, although there are ſome that 
are of opinion that they might haue beene ſtopped, but 
it ſeemes they are no great Seamen , or els that few of. 
the Sea-men did vnderſtand how to ftoppe them , for 
when Gallies can rowe againſt the wind 1 would faine 
know how ſhippes can do.them any-harme,or intercept 
them, and when they haue the wind wich-their-'oares 
what ſhippe can fetch them vp, ſo thathe tharſairh this 
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10 
ought firft to learne thus much before he giue his opini- 
on, he likewiſe had order from me to fruttrate al ftrata- 
gems of the Enemie which might happen by ſending fire 
amongſt our (hipps, and to commaund and admoniſh 
the reſt of the commaunders to repaire to their ſeucrall 
places. 

Art the ſame time I ſent Sir Francis Carew (who was 
ready vpon all occalions) to the Dutch Admirall ro de- 
fire that 5. ofhis ſhippes might goe vp for the battering. 
of Puptall , and that I would ſend twentie. of the fleere to 
aſbft them, which he graunted willingly, and ſent them 
forthwith, it was by this time darke night and we could: 
heare the Report of the Ordnance, and ſee the fire. giuen . 
on both ſides and knew no other but that the twentie 
{hippes warned by Sir Michel 'Geere were all there art 


this,but ſending ts ſee what was done, word was brought * 


to vsthat there was none there bur the 5 Dutch ſhippes, 
which ſhewes the difference of men praftiſed at Sea, and 
of them that arenor, I was much troubled herear. 
. Now vpon this negle& of Sir Michel Geere I did in-- 
+ Atantlygiue orderthar 40 fayle of ſhippes ſhould beliſted: 
' by nameand commaunded to vſe all diligence to gett yp. 
tothe fort betimes in the morning, as by the liſt may ap- 
peare and by this warrant to that purpoſe, viz: ly 

The Admirall doth ſtraightly charge & commaund all 
the commaunders of theſe ſhippes vpon ſight of this or 
billets of ir, that they be ready with their {hippes in the 
morning betimes to aſfaile the fort of Puntall to land 
men according to diretions and to purſue the ſhipps of 
the Enemie with all diligence,and to follow ſuch direRi- 
ons therein as ſhalbe giuento ſuch as {halbe appointed 
1n chat kind. Aboard the: Anne Royall at roof the clocke 
at night 22 -of Otob. 1625; . | 'Þ 
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| Moreouer I madechoice & appointed8'commaun- 
ders outof the reſt, that: if any of che'Kings ſhippesall 
of, they might take theire place to lead vpthe other ſhips 
as well againſt the fort as the Spaniſh ſhippes & Gallies. 
Afterwards Sir Th:mas. Lone and I did the ſame night 
aduiſe with certaine Caprains ad Maiſters beft experien- 
c2d in that place, to perſwade them to condut vp the 


ſhippes, which they would not vndertake,neither had any 


of them been at Port Rojzall or were perfe&t in the Chan- 
nell which was fomewhar difficult for want of water. 

On Sonday the 23 I was vp by3z of the clock in'the mor- 
ning,& after we had all receaued the communion aboard 
the Anne Royall which was a weeke before ordained by 


the chaplaines, I was vawilling to defer ſo: gaod a motio 


being thatir hindred no time, and as ſoone as day came 
on, I commanded my Maitter to carry vp the ſhip to Par- 
zall,his anſwere was that there was not water enough to 
carrie her vp. VWhereupon' to looſe no time I tooke 
Barge with Sir Thomas Zone and thoſe! Gentlemen that 
were with me in my ſ{hippe, and went from ſhippe to- 
ſhippe crying out to them to aduance to Prniall for 
ſhame, and vpon paine of their lines, and thoſe could 


not ſpeake withall , I ſent Sir Thomas Loneto, withi'as 


firit a commaundas I could deuiſe,and finding ſome of 
them not very haſtie, I ſaw no other way to bring them 
vp butby example, it made megoe ro my Lord of E//ex 
bis ſhippe, and gaue dire&ions:to his Lordſhip for his 
{hippe to goe vp, & to bring her as nigh Pantall as poſli- 
bly we could,telling my Lord that it we did not aduance 
the reſt would come at leafure, for that I did not ſee ma- 
ny make haſt, Whereupon my Lord commaunded Cap: 
tain Argall to hoyſe ſayle,andas foone as we came nigh 
the fort they ſhotce our ſhippe twice together thorough

The fort of Puntall that I was to'd would be beaten 
to duſt in a night-did 'receaue 1700 ſhottand not one 
ſtone remoued out of his place, and we endeauored to 
gett Vp allthe ſhippes we could,that we might make the 
more haſt to fire the Spaniſh ſhippes, that were retired 
to Port Royall according to my inſtrutions that I gaue 
the night before to'batter P#mall and to fire the ſhipps at 
.onceas I baue ſhewne before. | 

But I could not gett the ſhippes to come vp, and moſt 
ofthe Kings ſhippes were on ground ,andit was almoſt 
night before the fort would yeild;atlengthit was not to 
the. ſhippes that it yeilded but tothe Landmen , and if - 
the Captain had no more reaſon then T could perceaue 
he deſerued to haue beene hanged for yeilding chat 
which we could never have gotten without cannon, and 
we had no meanes to land Ordnance ( wanting our long 
boates.)And Idare fay it beforethe beft Soldier, that for 
the bigneſle of 109 toote ſquare, I did neuer ſeea ſtron- 
ger nor better built, norſuch a kinde of ſtone , that no 

-bulletr did it much harme. Weplaid vpon it with all the 

_ thipps excepting the Reare-Admirals ſquadron till about 

2 or; ottheclocke in the afternoone, I finding that it 

would not batter and our honours were much ingaged, 

] told my Lord of E//ex, and ſome. other Officers that 

were there in the ſhippe that we ſhould looſe our la- 

bours and neuer pgett the forte if fome men were not lan- 

ded to take it in by a Scallado and with Grawadoes, Þ 

could find no man to contradict it, And Sir 1ehn Burgh 
being next to me, I deliered him thathe would vnder- 

: | take 
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rake the ſeruice; he told me vny willingly,and deſired his 
owne Regiment; I told him that would ſpend to much 
time, and that it. were better to-take ſome of the Compa- 
nies next him to make the more haſt with which he was 
conrented' ſo, I ſent to gett ſome 10 or '11-Companyes, 
he asked me what direftions I would giue. I directed 
him to land them as free from-the canon as:he could,. 
he made anſwer that direaly to the SeSte (as hethought) 
was beſt. Ithen replied thar-Tleft it ro his-diſctetion for” 
that I knew himto-be diſcreete enough, & that he mult 
act it. Bur he ſending ſome Officers to land which were 
loſt by. that: direRion it was found- the way that I- had 
ſpoken of was the better, When he had landed his men 
very. well, and had advaunced towards the land there did* 
aduaunce ſome horſe and foote with' whome he sket- 
midged and put them-4o retreatead afterwards advaſin- 
ced rowards the forte, when'the ſoldiers in_the forte 
whereof Don: Franciſco de Buſtiamente was Captain ſaw 
our men aduaunce and theire men.retire they hung outa 
white flaggeor hand kercher, thereypon we parlied,and 
ſo. the fort was yeilded vpon ordinarie conditions and 
we Maiſtersofir, Wherein was only 8 peeces of ordi- 
naunce whereof the Dutch had two, and we 6. and 10: 
or 15 Barrells of powder, This day was wholly ſpentin 


bringing: vp. the ſhippes, landing our men atid taking 


the forte, ſo that nothing could be done againſt the Ene- 
mics {hippes wkich was theire aduantage, Ir was about 
9, of the clocke before the forte was ours; art which time I 
tooke my leaueot my Lord of &/ex ; and went home- af- 
furing -ourſelues that the ſhippes were our owne- being .

Now I made no account but as they ſaid the {hippes 

were our owne, and that becauſe they made ſo ſleight of 

it, they knew more then I did, how to.ſett vpon them. 

Then I thought it not amiſſe to land ſome compa- 

nies to ſecure Sir /ohw Burgh , to prevent that neither 
the Enemy from the Towne , nor from the continent 
might ingage them vawares. As alſo that the {hippes 
Mightbe the more empty, and free to aſſault the Spaniſh 
ſhips and to refreſh the Soldiers,and for taking in offreſh 
water; but with no defigne of Cadiz, for thatit was deli- 
uered to his Maieftie before we went, that is was extra- 
ordinary fortified, (as we found it when we came to 
vieweit) & I haſtenedthis preparation the rather that our 
ſhips might ſpeedily putt in execution what -courſe ſo-

yes, not ſo muchas my Chaplin but carried his Snapſack.

which the ſTaues told (which rendred themſclues to me)

For in our profeſſion, there are bur three waies to take 
any Towne ; thefi:ſt by ſurprize, the ſecond by aſſault, 
and the third by approaches ; and we were no waies able 
to attempt itby any of theſe meanes. Now after I had 
viſi;ed as much as I could, the troopes being quartered, 
(which I did my ſelfe) I defired the Colonels ro come 
together, to conferre what was beft tro bee done, and to 
let them know,that now the troops were quartred in afit 
place, if any out of his experience could think there were 
any way for vs to vndertake the Town of Caaiz,it would 
bea great honor to vs,8: a ſeruice acceptable to our King 
& State, Whe I propoiided this, we were all on horsback 
Randing round tn aring,but I found not one man of that 
Opinion, that it was ſeazable:ſo we quartred that night. 

On Tueſday the 25 in the morning, there was a mott-

Y dirs and Officers, (ſaue onely a ſhip of Captain Betlers, 
& who fell ypon the north coaſt of Ireland) without bring- 
Z ingthe King into debt, vntill my Lord Prefident Fillers 
2 of Munſter by order from-your Lordſhips, receiued thera 
7 into his charge, where we received newes that Cap:aine 
| Barleyes ſhip was foundred in the Sea, but woſt of the 
Officers were faucd : as they were here, I came, comming 
for the coaſts of Ireland. 

Here I came with 160 ficke men in'my ſhip, r30caft 0+ 
verboord, wirtha leak of aboue 6 foot water in the hould: 
and her leake was not in one placealone,but in many; for 
when ſhee was in harbour ſhe was not ſo leaky, but when 
ſhe was at Sea, ſhe tooke in 3 foot of water in 24. houres, 
ſhe was ſo old and ſodecayed a ſhip. 


Munday the 12, the ficke men were carried aſhore for 


their recouery, and billetted. 

' Wedneſday the 14, having landed our ficke men, we 
carined our ſhip, ſtopped her leakes, and mended her as
